- In cruccise of the powers conferred by sub -section (2 ) of section 5 of 
the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 ( 11 of 1948 ) , the Central Government, after considering 
the advico of the Committee constituted under clauso ( a ) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section S 
of the said Act, hereh fires as specified in thc entries in column 2 of the Schedule annexed 
hereto , the minimum intti of wages payable to the categories of employecg employed in 
employments in (i) construction or maintenance of roads or in building operations; 
( ii ) stone breaking and stone crushing; ( iii) maintenance of buildings and (iv ) construction 
and maintenance of runways, as are specified in the corresponding entries in column 1 
of the said Schedule , and directs that this notification shall come into force on the 19th 
May , 1969 .
